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New residence 
hall opens its doors

Last Wednesday 
the University of 
Lowell took a major step 
forward in becoming 
the nationally 

recognized university it 
is striving to be. Mhc 
doors were officially 
opened to the two new 
residence hbiN here on 
campus. 

The official 

ceremony took place at 
“New North” with the 
cutting of the ribbon 
by President Hogan and 
Burt Paley, head of the 
Building Authority 
here at ULowell. The 
ceremony began at 3:30 
with Mr. Paley making 
some brief opening 
remarks. President 
Hogan gave an 

informal _ address 

saying^'in this gloomy 
negative world we have 
a bright spot here 
today.... Our young 
people are important to 
us and we are making a 
commitment to them.” 

The focus of his 
address was the students 
here at ULowell and 
how the administration 
"...won't turn its backs 
on our young people.” 


The short address was 
short, and included 
some well deserved 
congratulations. The 
only person truly 
singled out by President 
Hogan was Dean Ellen 
Duggan. 

“She put more 
time and effort into 
these buildings than 
anyone in this whole 
university,” remarked 
Jake Burke, assistant 
Resident Director of Fox 
Hall. Dean Duggan was 
presented with a special 
commemorative plaque 
for her efforts. Taking 
the modest view of the 
situation, Dean Duggan 
was quick to thank 
many other people like 
Dean King, Larry 
Seigal, director of 
residence life, and the 
entire University Life 
staff. 

About the new 
halls themselves, Dean 
Duggan said, “We want 
to be a world class 
university, now we 
have some world class 
facilities.” She could 
not have been more 
correct in her 

statement about these 
impressive facilities. 


New North has 
three types of living 
arrangements. Four 
person, six person, and 
eight person suites. 
There arc not more 
than two students 
assigned to any 
bedroom in the suites. 
All bedrooms have the 
same dimensions and 
are spacious, with large 
desktop areas for both 
students. There is a 
common living area 
and bathroom facilities 
in each suite. 

The most 

impressive features of 
the new halls arc the 
fitness areas. There is a 
weight room with 
universal and 


hydraulic fitness 

machines, a large 
aerobics area, and 
men’s and women’s 
saunas. 

The facility on 
North will add 350 bed 
spaces, and along with 
the facility on South 
will add close to 1,000 
new bed spaces. 
President Hogan stated,

In the next few weeks 
students and food 
service will be learning 
a completely new 
dining program. As the 
result of dining surveys 
and the Ad Hoc Food 
Committee's efforts, we 
are offering a 

progre ssivc set of 
options for meal plan 
participants. The 

foundation of this 
progress is the 
introduction of "points' 
to replace meals that 
have in the past been 
unused. "Points" arc 
actually dollars that can 
be spent in many of our 
retail operations, as 
well as for traditional 
dining hall meals .

Welcome back and we 
hope you all had a 
relaxing and healthy 
summer. Many students 
may be confused about 
our new student health 
insurance plan for this 
year and the Student 
Health Services (S.H.S.) 
staff would like to point 
out some important 
points. 

During college will e 
the first time that most 
students are 

responsible for their 
own health care, and 
one of the most 
important things to 
consider is when to 
seek care . We 

encourage all students 
to come to the S.H.S. 
first for any illness or 
injury, except of 
course in a life 
threatening situation. 
When in doubt whether 
a visit is necessary a 
student may call the 
Health Service for 
advice. 

The S.H.S. is open 
Monday-Friday 8-4:30. 
In the event a student is 
ill or injured at night 
or on the weekend 
he/she must decide if 
the prob.lem can wait 
until the Health Service 
is open, or whether 
he/she should go 
elsewhere for care. 
Often times conjulting 
with a member • f the 
Residence Life s • >i van 
help in making a 
dccis ion. 

It is important to note 
that the new insurance 
policy charges a $50. 
deductible for any 
Emergency Room visit 


that does not result in 
an admission to the 
hospital. This is to 
discourage any 

unnecessary use of the 
Emergency Room 

facilities for anything 
other than a true 
emergency. 

There is also a $ 35. 
deductible for a visit to 
a hospital outpatient 
clinic or a $ 10. 
deductible for a 
physician's office visit. 
Again these costs 
should be taken into 
account when deciding 
when to seek care. Care 
at the S.H.S. is free of 
charge to all full-time 
graduate and 

undergraduate students 
who have submitted the 
required health 

records. The student 
will be responsible for 
ANY prescription costs, 
lab or x-ray fees that 
may be needed. 

Insurance claim forms 
will be available at the 
S.H.S office located on 
North Campus behind 
Lydon Library, and a 
representative from the 
insurance agency will 
also be available to 
assist with filling out 
claim forms and 
resolving any problems 
regarding claims. 

We hope you all will 
remain healthy 

throughout the school 
year, but if you need us 
we are available, even 
to just answer any 
health related questions 
you may have.
